W ashington, April 4.—The T aft ad- 
! m inistration is about to defend itself 
I aggressively before the people of the 
I United 
States. 
Convinced th a t the 
public mind has been impressed by 
attacks of various kinds upon the ad ­ 
m inistration 
in 
many parts of the 
country, and th at the criticism s can ­ 
not be perm itted to pass unansw ered 
w ithout injury to Republican prestige, 
the party leaders 
have decided to 
"carry the war into the enem y’s coun­ 
try.” 
President Taft is now declared to be 
ready and anxious to assum e the of­ 
fensive. and the opening guns will be 
fired next Saturday night, in W ash­ 
ington by the president in person, and 
in Chicago by Attorney General Wick 
ersham . 
Mr. Taft will speak in this city on 
the subject of 
organization, and he 
will be supported by other powerful 
orators of the Republican party. 
At­ 
torney General W lckersham ’s subject 
will be the policies of the adm lnistra- 
• tion. 
Nothing has created so much inter­ 
est am ong the Republican leaders in 
W ashington since the inauguration of 
Mr. Taft as the plans now form ulating 
to defend the adm inistration. 
Some 
facts are to be brought out about the 
operation of the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
bill. and the enem ies of that legisla­ 
tion will be called upon to answ er the 
friends 
of 
the 
adm inistration 
with 
som e concrete evidence lf this subject 
is to continue as au issue within the 
parly. 


Legislation 
Expected. 


T he party, It is said, expects confi­ 
dently to alose the session of congress 
with interstate com merce, statehood, 
postal 
savings, 
anti-injunction 
and 
conservation legislation to Its credit. 
in addition, it is hoped th a t a s ta te ­ 
ment may be issued showing that a 
very great saving has been m ade in 
the expense of tarry in g on th* gov­ 
ernm ental business 
Little is being said by the party 
leaders about the issue of “C annon­ 
ism ," beyond the statem ent th a t this 
question will take ( are of itself at the 
right 
time. 
The only explanation 
vouchsafed for this com m ent is that 
Speaker Cannon is expected to resign 
the speakership af the close of the 
present session of congress. 


Talking of Cannon’s Successor. 


Should the speaker thus resign at 
the close of the present session at a 
tim e when there would be no oppor­ 
tunity to choose his successor before 
next winter, it is argued that several 
m em bers of the present house would 
benefit 
by 
Immediately 
announcing 
them selves as candidates. 
No official statem ent on this subject 
is expected from 
the speaker. 
His 
friends believe that it would be Inad­ 
visable for him to weaken th e organi­ 
zation of the house at this tim e by 
disclosing his intentions. 
They argue 
that in view of the recent battle In 
tbe house all the force th a t was re­ 
tained by the Republican majority is 
needed lf the adm inistration program 
as to legislation is to succeed. 
T here are rum ors circulated with 
considerable freedom about the capitol 
that before the congressional elections 
some changes may be expected in the 
president’s cabinet, but none of these 
stories can be confirmed, 
in fact, no 
one professes to have any first hand 
information on the subject. 
At the 
sam e 
time 
the 
general 
impression 
serins to he that an effort will be 
m ade to strengthen the cabinet In a 
politics! way.

Opening Our', W ill Be Fired Next Sat­ 


urday Night by Mr. Taft In Wash­ 


ington and Attorney General W icker, 


sham In Chicago— Some Legislation 


Expected. 


Worcester, Mas*., April 4. — Presi­ 
dent Taft defined his railroad policies 
'n a speech in Mechanics hall before 
an audience of several thousand rail­ 
way trainmen, who were attending a 
joint convention of the brotherhoods | 
in train service, which has been in 
session here for several days. 
Mr. 
Taft spoke for an hour and discussed 
freely the union labor situation and 
the pending legislation in congress af­ 
fecting railroad men. Labor organiza 
Dons, he said, were necessary, and he 
was in favor of them. Organization Is 
necessary, he continued, among rail­ 
road employes in order that they may 
be upon an equality with their em 
plovers. 
Mr. Taft also defended the 
Injunction as an equitable 
remedy 
against unlawful injury, but. he added 
that not only he. but his predecessor. 
Theodore Roosevelt, as well believed 
that the power to Issue Injunctions 
should be limited so that injunctions 
should 
not 
be 
issued 
except 
upon 
proper grounds. 


Roosevelt’s Name Cheered. 


The audience cheered when Colonel 
Roosevelt's name was mentioned. 
The 
adm inisctration'g 
Injunction 
bill now pending in congress, he said, 
Is a good bill and should be enacted. 
The president declared that he stood 
with 
the 
m embers 
of 
the 
railwav 
trainm en's union In opimsing the boy 
oft and aym pathetlc strikes. 
He ad­ 
mitted that he did not know whether 
or not congress will enact his antl- 
injunctlon bill. 
But. he added, there 
are two good reasons why It should 
be passed. 
One was that It was prom­ 
ised by the Republican party In its 
last national platform, and the other 
was that th** m easure was a step in 
the right direction 
After speaking of issuing Injunc­ 
tions. the president said: 
“Then there grew out of four or five 
Instances where there 
was an Illy- 
advised issuing of an injunction with­ 
out notice, a feeling that had wrought 
Injustice, and I believe, and my prude 
cessor, Theodore Roosevelt, believed 
that that power ought to be defined 
and limited in such a way that there 
was to be in the future no danger of 
illy advised Issuing of such 
injunc­ 
tions. 
We have got a bill of that sort 
In congress 
My friend, and quondam 
enemy. Brother Rompers, says It Is 
no good at all. 
My 
em barrassing 
friend, Van Cleave, says It Is very 
vh Intis. 
And they are at 
the two 
poles, which, my dear friends, Is one 
of the best evidences that I have that 
the hill Is a good thing 
"W hat the bill proposes to do Is to 
eav that when a man applies to a 
court for a restraining order he shall 
bring in his affidavits and make his 
case, that the court shall then write 
out In the minutes of the court why 
the Injury threatened Is Irreparable; 
that he finds it to be sustained by evi­ 
dence and why he cannot give notice 
and have the case tried before he Is­ 
sues the Injunction He has to spread 
that on the minutes 
Whim a Judge 
has to do that he is going to think 
twice before he Issues an order with­ 
out giving the other side an opportu­ 
nity to be heard. 
"Secondly, lf he concludes that he 
finds the reason, in the evidence be­ 
fore him and he Issues the order, the 
order Is no good lf the other side Is 
not notified and lf the hearing is not 
had. after seven days it ceases to have 
effect altogether That is to prevent 
som e abuses that we know of in the 
past where a preliminary order was 
Issued without notice and lasted three 
months." 
Mr. Taft took a shot rt insurgents In 
congress who are opposing his pro 
gram of legislation because of the fa d 
that he conferred with railway prest 
dents before framing the measure 


Railroad President’s Rights. 
The president 
agaiu was c h o red 
when he said he was not afraid to 
consult railroad presidents when rail­ 
road legislation came up for consider­ 
ation at W ashington, despite the* criti­ 
cism 
that 
had 
!>een made of his 
course. 
“If there is one thing I hate," he 
declared, with emphasis, "it is sham, 
hypocrisy and fraud In representing a 
virtue when It does not exist. I believe 
in being fair to all." 
President W. C. Brown, lf the New 
York Central; President C. S. Mellen. 
of the New York. New Haven A H art­ 
ford, and President Lucius Tuttle, of 
the Boston ft Maine railroad, all lit 
teaed to President Taft with interest. 
They also made brief speeches to the 
trainmen. 
During the morning the president 
spent several hours at Millbury, where 
he visited his aunt, Miss Della C. Tor 
rey. He crossed th e Blackstone river, 
where he used to go In swimming. He 
went to divine service at the Second 
Congregational 
church, accompanied 
by Miss Torrey, Horace D. Taft, his 
brother, 
and 
Captain 
Butt. 
After 
church the president returned to the 
Torrey residence for dinner.

As soon as Coll Del Roosevelt left the 
jungle at Qondokom in February he

Ambassador Irish m a n at 
Rome, saying that h»* would be glad of 
:he honor of a presentation to his 
holiness 
At Cairo Ii** received a dis­ 
patch from Mr. Irishm an, as follows: 
“ Rome. March 
The rector of 
the American Catholic college. Bishop 
Kennedy, in reply to an inquiry whi*h 
I caused to be made requests that the 
following communication he transm it 
ted to you. It begins 
The holy father 
will be delighted to grant an audience 
to Mr. Roosevelt an April 5 and hopes 
that nothing will ari**** to prevent It. 
such as the much regretted Incident 
which made the reception of Mr. Fair 
hanks impossible.*" 
Mr. Riosevelt replied as follows: 
"Please

Bishop Kennedy: ’It would Im* a real

I fully reeog 
nine his entire right to receive or not 
receive whomsoever he chooses for 
any reason that seems good to him 
and lf he dews not receive me I shall 
not for a moment question the pro­ 
priety of his adion.

hand. I. in my turn, must decline to 
make any stipulation or submit to any 
conditions which would In any way 
limit my freedom of conduct. I trust

Vatican, and Bishop Kennedy was in 
strutted to send the following com 
municatton:

Allowed to Vote— Federal Elections 


Still Open. 


Annapolis. Md., April 4.—The Mary- 
I. ml legislature has disfranchised over 
4a,OLM) negroes so far as state and 
numb ipa! elections are concerned, by 
the passage of the bills of Delegate 
W. Mitchell Diggea, of Charles conn 
ty. 
It is the most sweeping method 
of disfranchisem ent that has ever been 
attem pted in any state, and even lead­ 
ing 
statesm en of 
the far 
southern 
states have expressed a doubt as to Its 
constitutionality. But the scheme is 
so Ingeniously worked out that no real 
test *an be made in tile courts until 
atter the next state election. 
The hills w*» re passed by both the 
houses and will be sent to the gov­ 
ernor. 
T here are four bills in all. The firs'. 
repeals the existing registration liws

W hite Vote on Amendment. 
This am endm ent will be voted upon 
In the fall ot IOU by white men only 
A provision has be* n inserted which 
will permit the white voters, lf thev 
so desire, to extend tho privilege of 
registration and th** ballot box to ne 
gioes owning and paying taxes on $5<M) 
worth of property. It was thought best 
to Insert this provision, as the Demo 
cratlc leaders desire to shut out only 
the thriftless and 
ignorant negroes 
and are willing to admit to the tm I lot 
box those who have suffic ient thrift to 
accum ulate $500 worth of property. 
This 
property 
qualification 
is 
thought preferable to an educational 
qualification, because 
It 
Is 
believed 
that the negro who has accumulate I 
property will prove better worthy of 
the franehise than the educated negro. 
who may be weighted with all the 
shiftlessness of his race. 
The fourth bill etxends the term s of 
th** mayor and other municipal officers 
af Baltimore city. so that their sucres 
aor* will be chosen at the Novembei 
state election, spring elections being 
abolished. 
The bills are bared upon 
the assumption 
that 
the 
Fift#**. th 
am endment is void, and It Is declared 
In the pream ble that the cxerelte of 
the elective franchise bv the negro Is 
not consistent with his own best In 
terests as the welfare of the whit* 
race. 
The present registration hooka ar# 
to be used for th** congressional clee 
lions this year. and the right of the 
negro to vote at congressional c lee 
lions Is to remain undisturbed 
Th** 
first registration will take place fo* 
the general election next year. when a 
governor and legislature and nearly all 
stat,* officers are to be elected 
Th*- 
method and machinery for the regls 
tration of voters will remain peart• 
rally unchanged, as 
under 
existing 
laws. 
Federal Elections StiIt Open. 
Th*- negro is not to be absolutely 
disfranchised, as be still will votp at 
federal 
elections—that 
Is, for con­ 
gressm an. For use at election* of con 
gressm en a distinct set of registration 
books will be prepared In IHI2, ami 
upon these hooks the nam es of all per 
sons entitled to vote for congressmen 
will be entered. 
If anv state officer la 
t# be elected at the election for con 
gressm en a dlstnlet ballot must be 
used, and only those persons qualified 
to vote at state elections will be per 
m uted to vote for them. 
This will 
happen at the presidential election In 
1912. when both 
congressmen 
an 
electors will be elected. Presidential 
electors are state office I* and would 
be voted on the state ballot 
The present rigid of appeal from 
the decision of officers of registration 
Is retained. 
It is provided however, 
that a person appealing to a court 
from an officer of registration for reg 
istration under the act shall be deem 
ed to have based his right to register 
upon the act. and shall be estopped to 
set up any claim or defense on any 
other ground This is Intended to pre 
vent any appeal to tho state courts for 
claim to register under the federal 
constitution or laws of congress.

rontalo considerable nutriment. 
But 
as a tissue building food or a meat 
substitute they are not nearly us val­ 
uable us some other articles of the 
diet. A person would need to eat four­ 
teen oysters to derive a quantity of 
proteid from them equal to that con­ 
tained in one egg. and one pound of 
beefsteak is equal In tissue building 
material to 150 oysters, or about the 
number contained 
in 
three quarts. 
Thus It readily can be seen that Indi­ 
viduals or families may be well fed 
and never eat an oyster. 
In provid­ 
ing food on an economical basij the 
line must sometimes be drawn father 
sharply between appetite and bunger. 
Prices differ In various localities, and 
It is Impossible lf) suggest definite 
menus that e v ery w h er e can be pro­ 
vided for a certain sum of money. 
However, In the greater portion of this 
country a selection may be made from 
th e following list of food materials by 
persons living on from 15 to 25 cents 
a day: 
Beef, m utton, pork or any m eat not 
over 20 cen ts per pound. 
W heat Dread, purchased or homemade. 
Hutter for the table. 
Common cereals. 
Suet, lard for cooking. 
W hole milk. 
Dairy cheese. 
Dried fruits. 
Cabbage, carrots and other vegetables 
In season. 
Cane or beet sugar. 
Pish. 
B acon. 
Coffee served with hot m ilk occasion­ 
ally. 
Tea occasionally. 
liOcal fru its In season. 


Serving Cheap M aterials. 
This list of foods can be varied from 
day to d a y by the skillful housekeeper 
and will furnish not only pleasing va­ 
riety in the meals, but the required 
nourishment. 
But when the coarser, 
cheaper foods are used greater care 
must be taken in their preparation. 
Any food, no matter how rare and ei- 
penslve, can be spoiled by careless or 
Ignorant cooking, and the commonest 
food material, presenting perhaps few’ 
possible ies for a templing dish, can 
lie made most appetizing by careful 
preparation and serving. 
So it all 
comes back to the original statement 
that the cost of the table does not de­ 
pend so much on the price of food ma­ 
terials as it does on the knowledge and 
skill of the cook or on the lack of 
those essentials to success. 
When the variety of food from which 
to make a selection is limited it is nec­ 
essary to know a number of ways in 
which to serve the same article as It 
appears on the table day after day. 
If oatmeal must be the staple break­ 
fast dish five mornings out of seven, 
try the addition of a handful of dates 
from which the stones have boeu re­ 
moved. 
Cook the oatmeal thoroughly 
in a double boller or tireless cooker and 
add the dates about half an hour be­ 
fore serving, 
it will be necessary, too, 
very often to use the chestier cuts 
of meat when the family is living 
on IS cents a day, but these are more 
appetizing lf carefully prepared than 
the expensive steaks or roasts that 
have been Improperly cooked. 
The 
following recipe* may afford variety In 
the dinner menu and may suggest to 
the housekeeper ideas lu serving some 
of the cheaper meats: 


Cannelon of Beef. 
Two | hmm ids *d lean tieef cut from 
round, grated rind of half a lemon, 
one tablesfMHMiful of finely chopped 
parsley, one egg. one-ha it teaspoonful 
of onion jtiie e , two tablespoonfuls of 
melted flutier, little grated nutmeg, one 
teas|Mionful of salt and one-qtmiter tea­ 
spoonful of pep|H*r. 
Chop meat finely 
and add remaining Ingredients iii order 
given. Shit (ie in a roll about six inches 
long, wrap In buttered paper, place in 
a dripping pan and bake thirty min­ 
utes in a moderate oven. 
Baste every 
the minutes with one-quarter cup ot 
butter melted iu one cup of boiling 
water. 
Serve with esperano sauce. 


Esperano Sauce. 
Two tablespoonfuls butter, two ta- 
blespoonfills dour, half a teaapoonful 
salt. one tablespoonful chopped red 
pep|»eror pimento, cup bot waler, three 
teasjHHjtifills Worcestershire sauce and 
a lemon thinly sliced. Melt bulter, add 
dour and salt and. when blended, pour 
on hot water. 
Cook thoroughly, stir­ 
ring until thickened 
Then add chop­ 
ins! lapper. Worcestershire sauce aud, 
last, the sliced lemon. 
Be uoe. 
Half cup stock, half cup cream, two 
tablespoonfuls dour, teaspoonful salt, 
half teaspoonful 
pep[*r and 
table­ 
spoonful capers. 
Add salt and pepper 
to dour 
Dilute with cold water. 
Add 
to stock and stir. 
Add cream and cook 
with capers. 


Pot Roast. 
Two pounds chuck beef.

Put in kettle and 
cover with boiling water.

A little thought given to raising 
calves on skimmilk would be money In 
the pocketbook of almost any farmer. 
A skimmilk diet is artificial, and a calf 
being raised on It needs more attention 
by far than one raised by Its mother. 
Calves are more sensitive than one 
commonly thinks; therefore the milk 
should always be just the same tem­ 
perature. 
A single feed of cold milk 
will cause indigestion. This is a pret­ 
ty serious thing with a young calf. 
No matter how light the attack may 
be, it will retard the growth of the ani­ 
mal for several days. 
Stale or sour 
milk will have a like effect 
The right temperature is 90 degrees. 
lf the milk In warm weather Is sepa­ 
rated Immediately after it comes from 
the cow it is just about the right tem-

T was Buskin who said, “Sure good 
is first in feeding people, then in 
dressing people, then in lodging 
people and last In rightly pleasing 
people with arts or science or any oth­ 
er subject of thought.” 
lf Ruskin is right, Hnd we know be 
Is, then It behooves ail pilose who are 
interested in homemaking and house­ 
keeping to see to It thai their duty Is 
well performed; thai 
Hie results of 
their labor are not oul,\flF ingiug good 
to people, bul ulso milking go«Ml people. 
This means improving their physical 
conditions, training them to higher 
(deals and truer standards of living 
The standard of life will determine 
the character of the home, and when 
ever homes and family life are not 
what 
civilization 
and 
Christianity 
teach they should be the cause will 
invariably be found to be wrong stand ; 
a rd s. 
The cost of living depends on the i 
ideas and standards of the persons 
spending the money, or else It depends 
OU the total disregard for them. 
The 
question 
of 
how 
much 
our 
living 
shall cost is more of education than of 
location, so a scale of expenditures 
cannot be given that will be suitable 
In every particular to any locality. 
Local conditions must be taken into 
consideration to some extent, though 
It is generally found that large expend­ 
iture in one department of housekeep­ 
ing can be readily balanced by various 
economies in another. 
Any woman who bas a right stand­ 
ard of life will not be satisfied to spend 
all the income for physical need*. 
She 
will want a balance for those things i 
which are termed higher life. educa­ 
tion and all those advantages which 
develop the mental and moral side of 
the family. 
It hss !»een repeatedly 
proved that when the family income 
Is adjusted so as to leave at least 25 
per cent of It for matters not connect­ 
ed with material living there is con­ 
tentment In the family circle and a 
desire among the Individual tm*libers 
to reach the highest attainments of 
true manhood and womanhood. 
It is 
not my ptirjHise In this article to at­ 
tempt to do more than show what pro­ 
portion of the Income shook! lie re­ 
served for ftHHl and bow that amount 
eau be 8[>ent in order lo keep within 
the margin and to satisfy th#* physical 
needs of the family. 
It bas been said that one-half the 
coat of living Is the cost of food. sad 
It has been shown over and over again 
that It is not the food actually eaten 
which coats so excessively as It Is 
what is wasted by poor cooking, pre­ 
paring tot? large quantities sud buying 
out of seuson. 


Meals at It Csnts a Day. 
An Income of from I1.U00 to ti.500 
should allow no more than IM to 25 
cents a day for each f*eraotj for final. 
or not more than 22 [*»r cent of the 
total Incomes 
To feed a family of 
five persona on 90 cents a day. or IM 
cents each, requires thought and con­ 
siderable planning on the part of the 
housekee|»er. 
But OU that amount it 
is possible to provide good nourishing 
meals ev* ry day aud In amount suffi­ 
cient for all the needs of the body. 
This is not a mere theoretical state- 
ment. for In many homes in this coun­ 
try lees than $1 a day is being silent 
on the table. 
To buy wisely on a small margin 
requires some knowledge of food val­ 
ues, because it is necessary to have 
the dally 
meals represent a given 
amount of proteid. fat. sugar and 
starch, 
mineral 
matter and 
water. 
These food constituents must ta* pro 
vlded every day IT the body is to be 
kept In normal condition.
